cities waste, and bring your sanctuaries 
unto desolation.”” Mohammedans for over 
a 1000 years have occupied many places 
of sacred memory, dear to the hearts of 
both Jew and Christian. The sacred tem- 
ple area is now occupied by the Mo- 
hammedan mosque and to_ this beloved 
spot all orthodox Jews are forbidden to 
come. Could desolation in the truest 
sense be greater? The dome of the rock 
that in past centuries has been looked 
upon as the place where God so sacredly 
commanded all sacrifices to be made, is 
now covered by the Mohammedan tem- 
ple. This precious spot is the center of all 
Jewish life and worship, and has been for 
thousands of years. 

It is very evident that the Jews are 
not sacrificing today in the acceptable 
manner as prescribed in Lev. 26:31. It 
is believed by many and so stated by 
many orthodox Jews that the reason 
their sacrifices are not acceptable to God 
is because the Holy Place is in the hands 
of Mohammed. This scripture was writ- 
ten 1100 years before Mahommed_ was 
born. The worst of the heathen shall de- 
file the holy place. The sacrifices were 
to be permitted in one place only as we 
read in Deut. 16:5, 6. Thou mayest not 
sacrifice the passover within any of 
thy gates, which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee: but at the place which the 
Lord thy God shall choose to place his 
name in, there thou shalt sacrifice the 
passover.” 

Finally it was shown to David in 2 
Chr. 3:1 that Solomon should build the 
temple on Mt. Moriah. Long before the 
building of the temple Mount Moriah 
had been a place of appointed sacrifice 


for it was to this place that God di- 
rected Abraham when he was  com- 
manded to offer up Isaac, Gen. 22:1. 


Abraham, in obedience to God’s com- 
mand, at once set out with his servant 
and the lad to the appointed place. As 
they reached the foot of the mountain 
that God had pointed out to Abraham as 
the place for sacrifices, Isaac, evidently 
ignorant of the nature of God’s com- 
mand, said to Abraham, “Behold the fire 
and the wood, but where is the lamb for 
burnt offering?” “God will provide him- 
self a lamb for a burnt offering, my 
son,” Abraham replied, knowing that it 
was Isaac that he should sacrifice. In 
obedience to God’s command he built an 
altar and prepared to slay his son, ac- 
counting that God was able to raise him 
up, even from the dead. Heb. 11:19. A 
voice spake to him out of heaven com- 
manding him not to slay his son, Abra- 
ham’s love for God had been tried and 


proven. Looking behind him Abraham 
saw a ram caught by his horns in the 
thicket. This substitutes a type of the 
perfect substitute to come, the grateful 
Father knowing His plans for futuré re- 
demption. Isaac was a type of Jesus, the 
great substitute which God did finally 
give. 

We have seen that as part of God’s 
judgment upon Israel’s_ sin, sacrifice 
ceased in this appointed place, yet in the 
light of God’s righteous requirement 


-wou'd not sacrifice be the more neces- 


sary because of the nation’s sins? The on- 
ly sin that could warrant the discontin- 
uance of the sacrifice would be rejection 
of the perfect substitute to whom the 
sacrifice pointed forward, the one who 
was led as a lamb to the slaughter, and 
upon whom the Lord hath laid the ini- 
quity of us all. Isa. 53:7. Offerings pre- 
figured the sacrifice of the Lamb of 
God. The continuing of them after Is- 
rael’s rejection of the one to whom they 
pointed, could never be pleasing unto 
Him. How swiftly upon the heels of 
this rejection came the sweeping away 
of the sanctuary and sacrifice. 

SCATTERED AMONG THE NATIONS 

“T will scatter you among the heath- 
ens,” Lev. 26:33. Thus did God warn 
His people that judgment would culmi- 
nate in world-wide dispersion. In Micah 
§:1, 3 we read, “They snz:: smite the 
judge of Israel with a rod upon the 
cheek. Therefore will he give them up 
until the time that she which tra- 
vaileth hath -rought forth: then the re- 
sidue of his brethren shall return unto 
the children of Israel.”” While we pon- 
der the solemn import of these words and 
their historical fulfillment, we see a ray 
of hope in the prophet’s message. Tho 
Israel was to be given up for her rejec- 
tion of the one to whom she should have 
given willing submission, the prophet as- 
sures her that it is not to be forever. He 
says further that, “Thou, Bethlehem 
Ephratah, which art little among the 
thousands of Judah, yet out of thee shail 
he come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel; whose goings forth are 
from of old, from everlasting.” God's 
appointed One is yet to be ruler over a 
returning and restored Israel. It is plain, 
therefore, that God hath not cast off the 
chosen people forever, as some teachers 
would have you believe. Read Rom. 11: 
5, 4, 23. 

God’s wondrous mercy is plainly and 
positively extended to the thousands of 
Israel who are scattered among the na- 
tions. After the judgments spoken of ‘in 
Lev. 26:14-39, national repentance of 


and I will remember the land.” Altho 
no national confession and repentance 
have occurred, already there is an earn- 
estness of the promised blessing upon 
the land of the chosen people. In the 
light of God’: Word, present develop- 
ments in Palestine are at once a pledge 
of greater prosperity to come and evi- 
dence of the correctness of the literal in- 
terpretation and expectations in con- 
nection with the prophecies. 

REGATHERING OF THE SCAT- 

TERED PEOPLE 

“For thus saith the Lord God, Be- 
hold, I, even I, will both search my 
sheep, and seek them out. As a shepherd 
seeketh his sheep that are scattered; so | 
will seek***them from the countries, 
and wi!l bring them to their own land,” 
Ezek. 34:11-13. Isa. 43:5, 6, “I will 
bring thy seed from the east, and gather 
thee from the west; I will say to the 
north, Give up; and to the south, Keep 
not back.” Ezek. 36:24, 28, “I will take 
you from among the heathen, and gath- 
er you out from all countries, and will 
bring you into your own land. And ye 
shall dwell (or remain) in the land that 
I give to your fathers; and ye shall be 
my people, and I will be your God.” 

The above passages describe the great 
regathering of Israel to the holy land, 
which is to take place when the Lord 
reigns upon the earth. These verses de- 
scribe fully God’s favors. Thru the 
prophecies thruout the Bible additional 
details are given concerning the wonder- 
ful time yet in the future. None of 
these prophecies were fulfilled in Is- 
rael’s return from Babylon after the 
seventy years of bondage. This future re- 
turn is a second gathering as prophesied. 

Isa. 11:11, 12, “And it shall come to 
pass in that day, that the Lord shall set 
his hand again the second time to re- 
cover the remnant of his people,***and 
gather the dispersed of Judah from the 
four corners of the earth.” Following 
this regathering Israel shall never cease 
from being a nation. Jer. 31:35-37. Al- 
ready in our own day the Zionist moye- 
ment has brought about a regathering of 
the chosen people, which may be con- 
sidered an earnestness of that described 
above which shows the possibility there- 
of. 

The Jews increased in number from 
25,000 in 1880 to 180,000 in 1932, 
chiefly thru immigration from sixty- 
five countries. This movement is clearly 
foretold in the prophecy of Zephaniah. 
“Gather yourselves together, yea, gather

RUSSIANS ESCAPE THE SOVIET 

Titiana, Tchernavin, her husband, and 
son, through a long, dangerous and dis- 
mal journey finally escaped from Soviet 
Russia with a horrible story. They report 
2,000,000 people in Russian prison 
camps today, working sixteen hours a 
day, paid with one pound of black bread 
and some soup. “The soviets promise to 
do many things for Russia but they have 
not done them. Foreigners may say, 
“What an experience’, but the experience 
is only in the air. Russia is not safe even 
for communists. If any one tries to es- 
cape from the country he is outlawed 
and killed.” Mr. Tchernavin and _ his 
wife were both intellectuals. He served 
as a university professor. She was also a 
literary worker. Concerning marriage 
she states, “It is difficult to remain 
married. A husband and _ wife are 
granted just one room in which to live. 
But when people are divorced there is the 
necessity of searching for another room. 
Many men have a progression of six 
wives. There are many tragedies as a re- 
sult, for we can not change human na- 
ture. The new laws give bad people an 
easy pretext to remarry. Finally, when 
the marriage situation became so com- 
plex communist leaders said that while 
the people are free, they are advised to 
find a companionship which, if it will 
not endure for life, at least will last a

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UCH has been said 

about many  out- 
standing doctrines and 
teachings of the Bible 
but we haven’t heard much of what 
the Bible says of the fool. So I shall 
endeavor to write a brief article with 
reference to the subject, trusting 
that it will be beneficial to those who 
are eager to know more about scriptural 
facts. 

We shall turn and read the 53rd 
Psalm from the first to the third verses 
for our lesson, “The fool has said in his 
heart, There is no God. Corrupt are 
they and have done abominable iniquity: 
there is none that doeth good. God 
looked down from heaven upon the chil- 
dren of men, to see if there were any 
that did understand, and did seek God. 
Every one of them is gone back: they are 
altogether become filthy; there is none 
that doeth good, no, not one.” 

David here states the belief of the 
fool. He says they are corrupt and have 
done abominable sin. None of them do 
good. And God looked down from heavy- 
en upon the children of men to see if 
there were any that did understand and 
that sought the Lord, but He said, “Ev- 
eryone of them is gone back: they are 
altogether become filthy,” and declared 
that “there is none that doeth good, no 
not one.” The reasov for this appalling 
condition among the children of men, 
was because they had said in their 
hearts, ‘““There is no God,” and David 
classed them as fools. Any individual, 
state, or nation that leaves God out of 
their program of life, is doomed to de- 
spair. They will become corrupt, abom- 
inable, filthy, and worthless. This is the 
verdict of the Psalmist as he viewed the 
results of the man who was a fool. 

HIS WALK 

Eccl. 2:14 tells us, ““The wise man’s 
eyes are in his head, but the fool walketh 
in darkness.” Solomon tells us again that 
“where there is no vision the people per- 
ish,” and it is up to the individual to 
plan the program that God would have 
him carry uut ere he steps by the way- 
side and walks in darkness. Have you 
ever seen an individual who was always 
getting into trouble, causing the pastor, 
the overseer, or someone a lot of grief? 
He had no influence but he was always 
dictating to others how they should live 
and what they should do and his walk 
was such that there was no light to be 
seen in him. Solomon said this man is a 
fool. 

It would be wise for us to ponder the 
paths of our feet and let all of our go- 
ings be established. Who goeth to a war- 
fare at any time without first counting 
the cost, or buildeth a tower without 
first figuring whether he would be able 
to finish it or not? The man who fails 
to count the cost, consider and figure

his way through, or at least have an as- 
surance that he will make a success, is 
a fool. Have you ever seen the man 
whose business was everybody’s business, 
who was never able to make a success of 
what he tried to do? Somewhere down 
the line he has failed to use the eyes 
that the wise man has in his head, but 
walketh in darkness not knowing whith- 
er he goeth. Solomon said this man was 
a fool. So it behooves us to have the 
mind of the Spirit, walk after the lead- 
ings of same, understand.ng what the 
will of the Lord is. 

HIS STANDING BEFORE GOD 

Eccl. 5:4, “When thou vowest a vow 
unto God, defer not to pay it; for he 
hath no pleasure in fools. Pay that which 
thou hast vowed.”” How many there are 
today who have promised God that they 
would go through with Him all the way 
if He would only bless them and help 
them to get free from the burden of sin, 
and after the work has been done turn 
out to be miserable backsliders. There 
could be nothing more foolish than such 
a step. Peter said such a person was as a 
sow that was washed going back to the 
mire and a dog returning to his own 
vomit. Many have promised the Lord 
they would pay tithes if He would bless 
them. They have promised this too be- 
cause they have seen it in His Word as 
a scriptural doctrine, but when some 
little misunderstanding turns up in the 
church, they break their vow and fail to 
do God’s bidding. Thus the wise man 
said they were playing the part of a fool. 
We should be honest and truthful and 
open in all of our deals, having a con- 
science void of offense toward God and 
toward man, and when we make our 
promises and fail to keep them, confi- 
dence in us has been shaken and we're 
branded as hypocrites, and the Bible 
terms us fools. 

HIS HEART 

Eccl. 7:4, “The heart of the wise is in 
the house of mourning, but the heart of 
fools is in the house of mirth.” Solomon 
tells us again that “it is better to go to 
the house of mourning than to the house 
of feasting, for that is the end of all men 
and the living will lay it to his heart.” 
Again he says, “Sorrow is better than 
laughter for by the sadness of the 
countenance the heart is made better.” 

We are living in an age when there is 
but little mourning. Men have forgotten 
to be sober and the majority at large 
have gone to the house of mirth. Instead 
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of being wise toward 
God by stopping long 
enough to become sober 
enough to pray, they 

have become fools because of their 

foolishness which has crowded a life 

of prayer and meditation out. The 

reason why the Church is shorn of 
her power today is because there is no 
more soul travail, no more burden for 
sinners; trouble has come in the midst of 
God’s people, hearts have been filled 
with bitterness and hatred, the channel 
of prayer has been blocked, all because 
men failed to go to the house of mourn- 
ing, but chose instead the house of mirth. 

If you will turn with me to Ephesians 
§:1-12, we will see the standard of 
Christian living as outlined by the Apos- 
tle Paul. “Be ye followers of God as 
dear children; and walk in love, as 
Christ also has loved us, and hath given 
himself for us an offering and sacrifice 
to God for a sweet smelling savour. But 
fornication and all uncleanness or covet- 
ousness, let it not be once named 
among you as becometh saints. Neither 
filthiness, nor foolish talking, nor jesting 
which are not convenient; but rather 
giving of thanks. For this ye know, that 
no whoremonger, nor unclean person, 
nor covetous man, who is an idolater, 
hath any inheritance in the kingdom of 
Christ and of God. Let no man deceive 
you with vain words; for because of 
these things cometh the wrath of God: 
upon the children of disobedience. Be not 
ye therefore partakers with them. For 
ye were sometimes darkness, but now are 
ye light in the Lord: walk as children of 
light: (For the fruit of the Spirit is in 
all goodness and righteousness and 
truth;) Proving what is acceptable unto 
the Lord. And have no fellowship with 
the unfruitful works of darkness, but 
rather reprove them. For it is a shame 
even to speak of those things which are 
done of them in secret.” 

The above scripture tells us to walk in 
love as Christ also has loved us and hath 
given Himself for us an offering and a 
sacrifice to God for a sweet smelling 
savor. He did this to save us from a life 
of wickedness because He loved us. He 
tells us to walk in that love which would 
mean that we would forsake our ways 
and be wise by taking God’s way. I see 
no room for foolishness in the heart 
which is found in the house of mourn- 
ing, if we are bearing about in our body 
the dying of the Lord Jesus. The Arko 
Volume, which is supposed to be an au- 
thentic record of the life of Jesus, says 
He was often seen to weep but never to 
laugh. The Bible gives us records of His 
weeping but I have never found where 
He was filled with laughter because of 
foolishness. ‘The above scripture also 
shows that fornication and uncleanness,

I entered this ministerial year while 
serving as chairman of the Virginia 
state camp meeting board, but this work 
received an indefinite suspension, there- 
fore, I entered evangelistic work immed- 
iately.

White I had the 
privilege of going to High Springs and 
making a brief visit to Brother and Sis- 
ter Townsend. They are over eighty 
years of age but still happy in the faith. 

I alse had the pri- 
vilege of making a brief visit to Brother 
Hall at Branford. Sister Hall is one of 
our pioneer evangelists of Florida. 

I went to Olustee, Fla., from Fr. 
White. The church there is thriving with 
Brother Prince as pastor. He is a manner- 
ly minister with much meekness and 
gentleness. He teaches a Bible class in 
the government school there. The princi- 
pal of this school was very respective of 
our revival insomuch that he discontin- 
ued his night classes. I had the privilege 
of teaching a Bible class one Sunday af- 
ternoon and I also visited his school a 
few times and studied English. 


Brothers Prince and Mikel took us 
from Olustee to Ft. Green in South Flor- 
ida. We found a splendid little church 
there composed of members who were 
very eager to hear the genuine truth of 
God. We stayed with them one month. 
Then because my health seriously failed 
me almost over night, we had to return 
north to our home at Monroe, Va. 
Oh, how these dear saints cried and wept 
when we were compelled to leave them.

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INTRODUCTION 


That there is to be a re- 
surrection of both the right- 
eous and wicked dead, is 
clearly taught in the Scrip- 
tures, and is of common opin- 
ion among both Jew and Christian. It is 
expressly taught in both Old and New 
Testaments. 

Text: “If a man die, shall he live 
again? all the days of my appointed 
time will I wait, till my change come. 
Thou shalt call, and I will answer thee: 
thou wilt have a desire to the work of 
thy hands,” Job. 14:14, 15. Death is 
here looked upon as an _ appointment 
(Gen.3:19) and that a “change” is ne- 
cessitated; for which Job, as all others 
of God’s faithful, have wa:ted. Thar 
God will call for the waiting ones at the 
“appointed time” is evident (Jno. 5:28). 
Man will “answer” as if God asked, 
“Where art thou?” The _ resurrection, 
like all sther workings of God’s_ re- 
demptive plan, is based upon love or “2 
desire to the work of his hands.” Both 
Job and the Psalmist David are em- 
phatic about life after death. Job says, 
“I know that my redeemer liveth, and 
‘that he shall stand at the latter day upon 
the earth: and though after my __ skin 
worms destroy this body, yet in my 
flesh shall I see God,” Job 19:25, 26. 

As Job sees it, the resurrection is 
based upon redemption. David writes, 
“As for me, I will behold thy face in 
righteousness; I shall be satisfied, when 
I awake with thy likeness,” Ps. 17:15. 
Here the Psalmist views the effect of rc- 
demption, as resulting in “righteous- 
ness,” “‘satisfaction,” and restoration to 
the likeness of the Creator. These proph- 
ets look through the fall of man; they 
behold the triumph of Christ over death 
in righteousness. The certainty of 
Christ’s kingdom was preeminently :n 
view in the vision of both Job and Da- 
vid. 

THE TESTIMONY OF CHRIST 

“Marvel not at this: for the hour is 
coming, in the which all that are in the 
graves shall hear his voice, and shall 
come forth; they that have done good, 
unto the resurrection of life; and they 
that have done evil, unto the resurrec- 
tion of damnation,” Jno. 5:28. In verse 
25 Jesus had said, “The hour is coming, 
and now is, when the dead shall hear the 
voice of the Son of God: and they that 
hear shail live.” The inference is that 
those who are spiritually dead, in tres- 
passes and sins, shall be awakened and 
quickened into life by the. life-giving 
Spirit of Jesus while living. But no less 
did it mean the actual dead. As a proof 
of what was more fully stated in verse 
28, our Lord raised the dead to life 
again, giving clear witness and evidence 
of the certainty of the resurrection. The

fact of the resurrection gave a definite 
knowledge of the coming judgment 
which was to follow the resurrection, as 
evidenced. Our Lord must here be 
speaking of the resurrection of the 
body, since evidence points to the fact 
that the soul of the redeemed as well as 
the spirit has returned unto the God who 
gave it (Eccl. 12:7; Heb. 12:9; Rev. 6: 
9.) The soul or spirit of those who have 
heard and believed will not be in the 
grave, therefore, the resurrection of the 
bedy can a’one be here had in reference. 
DIFFICULTIES 
Solomon has said, ““There is no work, 
nor device, nor knowledge, nor wisdom, 
in the grave, whither thou  goest” 
(Eccl. 9:10). Job has it, ““As the cloud 
is consumed and vanisheth away: so he 
that gceth down to the grave shall come 
up no more” (Job. 7:9). How are we to 
reconcile the statements of Job and Solo- 
mon, and those of our Lord? Job evi- 
dently does not mean to imply _ that 
there is no resurrection as is evidenced in 
our text. Our text is itself a context or 
supplement of the subject in ch. 7:9, in 
which he awaits a “change.” Man will 
not come up from the grave again, as he 
went down into it. 
he Apostle Paul clears the situation 
up in distinct form in 1 Cor, 15:35-54. 
Some materialist had asked, ‘How are 
the dead raised up? and with what body 
do they come?” Paul answered the ques- 
tion by giving a natural analogy. His 
argument, like that of Job, allows for a 
change, v. 37. However, it insists that 
so far as personal identity is concerned 
there is no difference in appearance tho 
the body be glorified. None of us can an- 
swee the question, ““How are the dead 
raised up?’” except by the application of 
the Apostle’s analogy; unless, we apply 
the means that has already been used as 
the active force of the resurrection. 
When Christ was put to death in the 
flesh He was quickened or made alive by 
the spirit, 1 Peter 3:18. In Romans 8:11 
we have the secret of the resurrection of 
Christ, and so of every other person. 
Christ was raised up from the dead by 
the Spirit of God, which was_ the Holy 
Spirit (Jno. 15:26). Then the thesis 
runs that “if the Spirit of him that 
raised up Jesus from the dead dwell in 
you, he that raised Christ frem_ the 
dead shall also quicken your mortal 
bodies by his Spirit that dwelleth in 
you,” Rom. 8:11. Our bodies like that 
of Christ will be quickened into life 
through the Holy. Spirit, which indwells 
Jesus, and by which He became the re- 
surrection and the life. Jno. 11:25. 
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The cloud, though changed 
and vanished ‘away still exists 
in another form. The body of 
man though destroyed by skin 
worms, will be changed and 
raised into life again in an- 
other form, The exhortation of Solomon 
warns men to make the best out of this 
life, as after death they will be unable 
to’ change life’s record.

says one, “how can 


“But,” the dead 
hear?”’ It must be remembered that Je- 
sus is the resurrection and the life; His 
words are spirit and they are life (Jno. 
6:63). “For as the Father raiseth up the 
dead, and quickeneth them; even so 
doth the Son quickenth whom_he will” 
(Jno. 5:21). “For as the Father hath 
life in himself; so hath he given to the 
Son to have life in himself” (Jno. 5:26). 
The resurrection is not a creative fiat, 
but a redemptive feat accomplished by a 
change wrought by the power and life 
of both Christ and God. Our bodies are 
the temples of the Holy Ghost, which 
proceeded from God and now _ indwells 
Christ, by whom we are baptized and 
made members of His body 


The Apostle has told us if we be thus 
inhabited that we shall be ‘“‘quickened” 
or made living (Rom. 8:11). Quickened 
here must equal “raised” in the case of 
Jesus being raised up from the dead. 
When Christ descends from heaven, with 
the voice of a shout; i. e., a loud cry ac- 
companied by the voice of the archan- 
gel (1 Thess. 4:16), it is then that the 
graves and tombs will be pierced and 
those who are asleep in Him shall awaken 
into life. 


Though Jno. 5:28 does not so state, 
there is une thousand years between the 
resurrection of the righteous and the 
wicked dead (Rev. 20:5.) Nevertheless, 
“As in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shali all be made alive. But every man in 
his own order: Christ the firstfruits; af- 
terward they that are Christ’s at his 
coming,” 1 Cor. 15:22, 23. Christ holds 
the keys of hell and death, Rev. 1:18. 
‘These keys are not mechanical, but con- 
sist of authority and power as associated 
with His creative and redemptive work. 
Christ is not only Savior, but also Judge 
of the quick (living) and dead; and as 
such He stands related to both the 
righteous and wicked in such a way that 
He must and will bring all men to life 
again, to share life with Him, or to re- 
ceive retribution for sins committed. It 
is therefore as easy for the dead to hear 
the voice of the Son of God as it was for 
God to exercise a creative fiat, or the 
Son to display redemptive power. What 
may seem impossible to man, by lack of 
understanding, does not hinder the 
omnipotency of God: it will be as He 
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has so declared it. 
WHAT IS RESURRECTED 


If the soul and spirit of man be either 
in Hades or Paradise, then there can be 
no resurrection at all unless it is the 
physical body in question. The Greek 
word “‘anastasis’”” comes from ‘“‘anistamv’”’, 
compounded from “ana,” meaning above 
or up, and “histami” (Gr.) meaning to 
make, to stand, set, place, etc. The 
prominent idea is that, the creation that 
has fallen materially and spiritually, is 
by regeneration plus resurrection, made 
to stand up, or raised up again into 
life. Thus “‘anastasis” is translated resur- 
rection and means a raising or rising up; 
resurrection, Matt. 22:23 and elsewhere. 
Christ is the author of the resurrection 
Jno. 11:25. <A state of higher advance- 
ment and _ blessedness (Lk. 2:34) is 
meant. 


ADAM A LIVING SOUL, CHRIST A 
LIVING SPIRIT 

Adam was made a living soul; i. e., 
having common or animal life; physical- 
ly he was of the “earth”; i.e., earthly. 
vv 44, 45. What was sown a “psuchi- 
kos” or “natural” body, having earthly, 
animal, sensual and carnal or fleshly life, 
is to be raised a “pneumatikos” spiritual 
body. Thus the “change” or “chance” 
was from “natural” to “spiritual.” ¢ 

Christ possessed the earthly, natural, 
and animal life, for the purpose of sac- 
rifice on Calvary; but was quickened or 
made through the process of resurrec- 
tion “a living Spirit,” thus we are 
through God, who “‘quickenth the dead” 
(Rom. 4:17), “quickened together with 
Christ” even when we were dead in 
trespasses and sins, Eph. 2:1-5; Col. 3: 
13; 1 Tim. 6:13. We are, therefore, in 
the sight of God accounted as ultimately 
risen with Christ. We are also reckoned 
as dead, and our life hid with Christ in 
God. And “when Christ, who is our 
life, shall appear, then shall ye also ap- 
pear with him in glory,” Col. 3:1-4. 

Paul the Apostle allows that there 
shall be a resurrection of the same body 
that was sown, with this exception, that 
it is sown “in corruption,” (Gr. 
phthora) meaning corruption, decay, 
ruin, mortality, perishable substance. In 
Gal. 6:8 and Col. 2:22 it means spiritual 
ruin, and in 2 Pet. 1:4; 2:12, 19 it 
means moral depravity. It (the same 
body) shall be raised (changed) “‘in in- 
corruption”; i. e., without being subject 
to corruption, decay, ruin, mortality or 
moral corruption or depravity in its phy- 
sical or spiritual being. The resurrection 
not only saves from death, but from the 
moral pollution that caused it. It is sown 
in dishonor, it is raised in glory; it is 
sown in weakness, it is raised in power; 
it is sown a natural body (formerly sub- 
ject to moral ruin and decay), it is 
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raised a spiritual body; i. e., religiously 
inclined and spiritually composed. As we 
bore a likeness of the earthly Adam in 
moral depravity and corruption, we shall 
also bear the image of the “last, Adam, 
who was made a living Spirit, the Lord 
from heaven;” thus giving unto us the 
image and qualities of the heavenly, 
which is not subject to moral depravity 
and corruption, but “changed and fash- 
ioned like unto his glorious body ac- 
cording to the working whereby he is 
able even to subdue all things unto him- 
self,” Phil. 3:21. The last enemy that 
shall be subdued is death, 1 Cor. 15:26. 

“Beloved, now are we the sons ot 
God, and it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be: but we know that, when he 
shall appear, we shall be like him; for we 
shall see him as he is,” 1 Jno. 3:2. The 
hope of our resurrection is based upon 
that of Christ’s resurrection. ‘Now if it 
be preached that he arose from the dead, 
how say some among you there is no re- 
surrection of the dead?” The fact of the 
former makes possible and sure the fact 
of the latter. “Then they also which are 
fallen asleep in Christ are perished if the 
dead rise not.”” The saints are reckoned 
as fallen asleep in Christ, whom He will 
awaken. The wicked must be raised to 
life by Him to face the judgment. 


RECOGNITION 
The question is often asked, “Will we 
know each other in heaven?” God is 
called the God of Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob; if personages are not taken into 
consideration why are names used after 
their death to designate them? When 
Christ appeared in transfiguration before 
Peter, James and John, Moses and Elias 
also appeared talking with Him, Matt. 
17:1. The presence of these Old Testa- 
ment saints with Christ was itself called 
“the Son of man coming in his king- 
dom,” Matt. 16:28. If, therefore, this 
was a sample or facsimile of the king- 
dom of the Son of man, then what we 
have here as a result constitutes the per- 
manent order of the kingdom. This view 
will admit of nothing less than personal 
identification. The same truth is borne 
out in the language of Saint Paul in | 
Cor. 13:9-13 where it is written, “When 
that which is perfect is come***then 
shall I know even as also I am 
known.” To this may be added the per- 
sonal testimony of the departure of our 
own loved ones, who have left behind 
them the testimony of seeing their de- 
parted loved ones who*had gone before, 
when the veil was removed to permit a 
partial glimpse for encouragement and 

strength to the dying saint. 

CONCLUSION 
Job said, “In my flesh shall I see 
God, even after my skin worms have de- 
stroyed this flesh.” Probably this should 


be taken to mean, from the standpoint 
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of the flesh; i. ¢., as men see in the 
flesh. The resurrection is itself a cloth- 
ing upon, that corruption and mortality 
may be swallowed up of life.” For we 
know that if our earthly house of this 
tabernacle were dissolved, we have a 
building of God, an house not made 
with hands, eternal in the heavens. For 
in this we groan (i e., our earthly house, 
Rom, 8:21-23) earnestly desiring to be 
clothed upon with our house which is 
from heaven: If so be that being clothed 
we shall not be found naked. For we 
that are in this tabernacle do groan, be- 
ing burdened: not for that we would be 
unclothed, but clothed upon, that mor- 


tality might be swallowed up of life. 
Now he that hath wrought us for the 


selfsame thing is God, who hath also 
given unto us the earnest of the Spirit,” 
2 Cor. 5:1-5. “So when this corruptible 
shall have put on incorruption, and this 
mortal shall have put on immortality, 
then shall be brought to pass the saying 
that is written, Death is swallowed up in 
victory. O death, where is thy sting? O 
grave, where is thy victory? Thanks be 
unto God, which giveth us_ the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ,” 1 Cor. 
15:54-56. “Who hath abolished death 
and hath brought life and immortality 
to light through the gospel,” 2 Tim. 1: 
10. “Who in his times shall shew, who is 
the blessed and only Potentate, the King 
of kings, and Lord of lords: Who only 
hath immortality, dwelling in the light 
which no man can approach unto; whom 
no man hath seen, nor can see: to whom 
be honor and power everiasting. Amen.” 
1 Tim. 6:15, 16.

REDS THRIVE. UPON RELIEF 

New York, (INS).—Twenty thon- 
sand students throughout the Nation are 
being taught Communism through the 
use of Federa! relief funds, the Federal 
Grand Jury Association for the southern 
district of New York charged today in 
a protest to the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 

HAVE FIRST HAND EVIDENCE 

In a letter signed by James H. Bur- 
nett, the president, the association de- 
clared its members had first hand know]l- 
edge of subversive activities directed 
against the American form of govern- 
ment gathered through their service on 
Federal grand juries. 

“Convincing evidence has 
brought to our attention that 
funds of the Federal Emergency Relief 
Administration were used to pay adult 
students eight dollars per week to be 
taught Communism and subversive doc- 
trines,”” the letter read. 

“We understand that there were some 
20,000 such students in more than 20 
schools for workers scattered through 
the Country and that the graduates 
were to become instructors and leaders in 
activities intended to bring about the 
overthrow of our Government.” 

Among the subjects taught in the 
schools, the association disclosed, were: 

“How to foment a strike.”

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“How to take over the industries of 
the United States, especially the munition 
plants.” 

“How to bring about the general 
strike, and then seize and operate the 
plants.” 

“How to overthrow the United States 
Government and establish a Soviet 
Union.” 

The letter concluded: 

“There should be little or no curtail- 
ment of free speech in this Country, but 
we admit that it is an absurdity (not 
to use stronger terms) for a government 
to supply funds to persons seeking to 
destroy it. 

“Therefore, we respectfully and earn- 
estly ask that your committee take such 
action as will prevent relief allotments 
being used to support schools for Com- 





munism, their teachers or their  stu- 
dents.”

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A REPORT OF THE GUATEMA- 
LAN MISSION TURNOVER IN 
CENTRAL AMERICA 


By J. H. INGRAM, State OvERSEER 


Totonicapan, Guatemala, C. A. 
April 23, 1935 


Dear Evangel readers: 


In view of the fact that sixteen con- 
gregations with their pastors and elders, 
comprising the bulk of the Primitive 
Methodist Mission work in Guatemala, 
Central America, have severed their con- 
nections with said society and associated 
themselves with the Church of God, and 
whereas the Methodist brethren have 
made clear their position through the 
medium of their monthly magazine, I! 
feel that a general report on the turn- 
over, with certain explanations, is due 
our people, especially since I have been 
assigned the superintendency of the work 
in this field. So I am submitting the fol- 
lowing, which is based upon certain doc- 
uments at hand and the personal know- 
ledge of things gained through contact 
with the workers and the work itself. 

And let it be understood from the be- 
ginning, that I have no ill will in my 
heart against these good Primitive Meth- 
odist brethren, but rather respect in so 
far as they have been used of God in 
promoting this work. And of all others, 
I feel that Rev. J. A. Tinker is worthy 
of some mention, for it was he who was 
large'y used of the Lord in promoting 
the general interests of foreign missions 
among his people, they having apparent- 
ly been content with leaving this work 
in the hands of the British Society here- 
tofore. Mr. Tinker made the trip to 
Guatemala with the Furmans at the be- 
ginning of their first term under the 
Primitive Methodist Board, and__ later 
served a term as mission secretary,, dur- 
ing which time he has manitested a 
friendly attitude toward the work here, 
even after the Pentecostal outpouring of 
the Spirit came. God bless you, Brother 
Tinker. You may have lost some of your 
popularity through taking this stand, but 
if you are faithful to God otherwise, you 
will get your reward in the end, and 
that will be worth everything.

Excerpt from a letter circulated 
among the churches by the native breth- 
ren (Translation) : 

“We make known to all that having 
returned to this department, the mis- 
sionary and pastor, Mr. Charles T. Fur- 
man, and his wife, Mrs. Carrie Furman, 
after having been in conference with the 
representatives of the Primitive Metho- 
dist Church in the United States to in- 
form them of the work, said representa- 
tives, understanding that we had been 
baptized with the Holy Spirit with the 
evidence of speaking with other tongues 
according to Acts 2:4, a doctrine which 
is not accepted by them, dismissed them 
for refusing to sign their rules, among 
which figure two articles which are Nos. 
48 and 49 of the General Conference 
Minutes of 1929; which make manifest 
and without leaving room to doubt, thai 
to continue with this church our faith 
and experience stand solemnly com- 
promised. For this reason, and for the 
understanding of all concerned, are the 
minutes of the Primitive Methodist Mis- 
sion Board conference held in Scranton, 
Penn., U. S. A., Sept. 19, 1934, where 
the points indicated are recorded.” 


Letter of withdrawal from _ the 
churches which followed (Translation) : 


To the Brethren composing the Mission 
Board of the Primitive Methodist 
Church in the United States of 
America: 

By this means permit us the honor to 
greet you in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, desiring for you all much bless- 
ing from the Lord. 

Brethren: All the subscribers and el- 
ders, representing the congregations in 
the department of Totonicapan, Guate- 
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mala, informed of the contents of the 
minutes of the conference held by the 
Mission Board in Scranton, Penn., U. S. 
A., Sept. 19, 1934, find two points 
which are the articles 48 and 49, in 
which is explained clearly that those who 
receive the baptism with the Holy Ghost, 
speaking with other tongues according to 
Acts 2:4, should not be admitted in the 
Primitive Methodist Church. 

In view of this, we extend to you and 
the church which you represent, our sin- 
cere thanks for the time which you 
supported the work in this department, 
because we cannot longer continue with 
your generous help, seeing that from the 
beginning we have been Pentecostal in 
belief and we have the experience. The 
Lord richly bless you all.

I have the honor of directing you in 
order to make manifest that, we have 
carried forward anew our Evangelical 
Congregations established in all the de- 
partment of Totonicapan and _ other 
towns of Quezaltenango and Quiche. 

In view of this I request attentively to 
the Mr. Minister to please register us as 
missionaries, now not of the “Evangelical 
Primitive Methodist Mission,” but of the 
“Church of God” whose headquarters is 
in Cleveiand, Tennessee, U. S. A., S. W. 
Latimer, General Overseer; E. C. Clark, 
Secretary of Mission Board; J. H. In- 
gram, Overseer of Latin American mis- 
sions; Charles T. and Carrie E. Furman, 
missionaries now in Guatemala, (A list 
of the churches with names of their pas- 
tors is attached likewise.) 

With a showing of my respect and 
consideration I remain of the Mr. Min- 
ister your very attentive servant.

THe DocrrinaL DIFFERENCES 

The Methodist brethren seem to be la- 
boring under the impression that the 
Furmans have taken undue advantage of 
them as against their belief—in fostering 
a Pentecostal work under their superin- 
tendency, but letters and reports on file 
here show that everything has been 
dene openly and publicly as affects the 


teachings, in proof of which I beg to 

submit the following. 
Ist. Brother Furman was called in 
in a letter 


question about his doctrine 
from Rev. S. T. Nichols, D. D., Secreta- 
ry of The Board of Education and Theo- 
logical Correspondence School in Phila- 
delphia, under date of June 5, 1924, 1n 
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which he asked, ““Do you believe and do 
you teach that the baptism of the Spirit 
is accompanied by the gift of tongues?” 
The answer given in a_ letter sent 
through the Secretary of the Mission 
Board, under date of June 25, 1924, was 
as follows: “No; I believe and teach 
that the baptism of the Holy Ghost is 
exactly the same as it was in the time 
of the Apostles, and is accompanied with 
the same manifestations of the Spirit as 
described in Acts 2:4; 10:45, 46; 11:16, 
17; 19:6.” 

2nd. The records show that the Fur- 
mans resigned in 1927 because of the 
opposition to their teaching. Although 
the difficulty was apparently cleared up 
with the officials at the time Brothers 
Iley and Holden visited the field in 
1925 in behalf of the board. Later, cer- 
tain opposers having died, they were re- 
employed in the fall of 1929 and _ re- 
turned to Guatemala, where they served 
until 1934. 

3rd. It was on April 13, 1932, that the 
Holy Ghost suddenly began to fall upon 
the believers in this field, but to make a 
long story short the history of this work 
dates back some twenty-odd years to the 
time of the outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost in the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance Bible School in Nyack, New 
York. Rev. C. A. Hines and wife, Pente- 
costal Missionaries, were the founders of 
the work in this department where they 
labored for about nine years. Mr. Fur- 
man first came out under the work su- 
perintended by the Casley Brothers in 
Pennsylvania, and had been here about a 
year when Mrs. Furman (then Miss Car- 
rie Smith) came, and after their mar- 
riage here, continued another four years 
with the Casley Brothers, after which 
they joined the Methodists, under whom 
they worked about eleven years. Yet 
they retained their Pentecostal belief and 
preached it and when the Holy Ghost 
began to fall they reported the outpour- 
ing from time to time, beginning with 
May 21, 1932 (a few weeks after the re- 
vival started). 

THE FinanciaL REPORTS 


In the April issue of the Primitive 
Methodist Journal, under the heading, 
“Foreign”, appears an article signed by 
Rev. John T. Ullom, Missionary Secre- 
tary, in which reference is made to the 
withdrawal of these churches from the 
Primitive Methodist Church. He closes 
by saying, “This, then, is the thanks we 
receive for the thousands of dollars given 
to this man and his wife for salary, ex- 
penses, and equipment, some of the lat- 
ter never accounted for. Rev. William 
Oughton has been asked to make a 
thorough investigation of the matter and 
we are awaiting his report.” 

“Some of the latter never accounted 
for” was underscored with a pen and on 
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the margin was written the following 
which bore the signature of the author: 
“Never accounted for the $300.00 for 
furnishings at San Cristobal. This is my 
answer to your impudent presumption.” 

In answer to this I wish to state that 
I have gone over the books here, check- 
ing up on Brother Furman’s accounts 
during his past term of service of four 
years and four months under the Primi- 
tive Methodist Board, which ended in 
April, 1934, and have failed to find any 
irregularities. As regards the $300.00 in 
question, this was furnished by the 
board to pay for the furniture needed to 
outfit the missionaries’ home in San 
Cristobal. 

The records here show that this mon- 
ey was accounted for in the report to the 
Primitive Methodist Mission Secretary 
for the period Jan. 6, to Aug. 11, 1930. 
Of this amount $295.56 was expended 
for furniture, leaving a balance ot $4.44 
which, together with $40 advanced by 
Mr. Oughton, was set aside and desig- 
nated as “the furniture fund.” Later re- 
ports go to show that this fund had been 
increased by other gifts until a total of 
$83.16 had been reached, and there be- 
ing no special need for other furnish- 
ings, said amount was transferred to the 
general fund on Aug. 4, 1931. In the 
final accounting there was a balance of 
$2.24 in the general fund, but after the 
books were closed $2.50 was paid out for 
rent in San Cristobal and $5.00 for mov- 
ing the furniture to Totonicapan, leav- 
ing the board indebted to Brother Fur- 
man in the amount of $5.26. 

As far as the furnishings are con- 
cerned, the inventory list shows that ev- 
erything was accounted for except a few 
small articles, which were broken or 
worn out during the four-year term. 
The outfit was stored here in the Mis- 
sion Headquarters of the department at 
Totonicapan, under the care of the 
native worker, and turned over to Broth- 
er Oughton on his return to Guatemala 
about eight months ago. I have been to 
see Mr. Oughton and he has made no ef- 
fort to investigate this matter, even tho 
several months have elapsed, for he said 
that he had every reason to believe the 
furniture had all been accounted for, 
and for that reason he had not even tak- 
en an inventory. And furthermore in 
answer to a direct question, he told me 
that he did not know of any irregulari- 
ties in Mr. Furman’s financial dealings 
with the Primitive Methodist Board, 
neither did’ he have any reason to be- 
lieve such existed. Any duly authorized 
representative of the Primitive Methodist 
Church will be considered as having a 
right to go over these records with 
Brother Furman, who will be glad to ex- 
tend this courtesy at any time. 

As far as church property is concerned 
the Methodist brethren have possession of 
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all the property they own outright. 
And as regards their part interest in 
some other buildings, this will have to be 
worked out some way through mutual 
consent, since the government does not 
recognize the right of religious societies 
to directly own their property.. This is 


handled through trustees. who name 
their successors in their will.

or covetousness, is not to be named 
among us at becometh saints. Neither 
filthiness nor foolish talking, nor jesting, 


which are not convenient, but rather 
giving of thanks. There is not much 
thanksgiving where there is a lot of 


foolishness and jesting. Webster tells us 
that a jest is usually at the expense of 
ancther and is often ili natured, and is 
therefore seldom harmless. 

My personal opinion is that this is 
greatly overdone in these days and 
much misunderstanding and harm has 
been done through jesting. While it is 
only meant in fun, it certainly does not 
help one’s spirituality. I one time knew 
a young man who was saved and right 
after his conversion was _ disappointed 
when he found that his new associates 
were fiiled with foolishness and _ indif- 
ference. I have known of other cases 
where the Church has suffered serious 
trouble because through jesting, impres- 
sions were made that brought conten- 
tion between God’s people. It is better to 
be sincere, honest, and sober, and found 
in the house of mourning than in the 
house of mirth. Foolish talking is also 
mentioned by the Apostle, which no 
doubt would come under the head of 
joking, which means something said for 
the sake of exciting a laugh, something 
witty or sportive. I do not mean to be 
narrow in my views but I see the harm 
that is done, confidence that is betrayed, 
and influence and prestige that’s shat- 
tered because of light, chaffy, foolish, 
worthless talk. This grieves the Spirit of 
God and the consecrated children oi 
God. It causes remarks to be made that 
when they have returned to the party 
to whom they referred, a hard feeling 
is created. Paul said, “Because of these 
things cometh the wrath of God upon 
the children of disobedience (or unbe- 
lief).”’ It goes with the works of dark- 
ness which are fruitless. 

Have you ever seen evenings spent in 
foolishness and joking that — ever 
amounted to anything worth while? 
No, never have I seen it. Therefore, 
they are fruitless, works of darkness 
which are to be reproved. You may say 
there is no harm, but Paul says in the 
14th verse to “awake, thou that sleep- 
est.’ You are asleep; you have lost the 
spirit of prayer; you have but little 
time, if any, for the study of God's 
Word: a gospel message hardly ever 
moves you; you seem to be practically 
dead. You’re asleep! The Apostle says to 
wake up ere the trumpet sounds and you 
wake up too late. There is much that 
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can be said along thi line but remem- 
ber the wise man tells us, “The heart of 
the fool is in the house of mirth and the 
heart of the wise is in the house of 
mourning.”
